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Alcoholic found hiding in kennel after harassing wife 

DRUNK HUSBAND 
IN THE DOGHOUSE

A HUSBAND was literally in 
the doghouse after alcohol 
abuse wrecked his nine-year 
marriage, a judge heard. 

Police found Brett Saunders hiding 
in a kennel in the back garden of the 
matrimonial home in Coseley. 

He had breached a non-molestation order 
banning him from visiting the home in Davies 
Avenue, Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told. The 44-year-old, who had been ordered 
out of the property after assaulting his wife 
while drunk last September, had got back 
in touch with her at Easter but had sent her 
alarming texts, explained Mr Howard Searle, 
prosecuting. 

Police were called to the house on May 25 
and found him in the dog kennel, continued the 
prosecutor. They removed Saunders and sent 
him on his way but he returned four hours 
later, prompting another call for help to the of¬ 
ficers. He was then arrested, and discovered to 
be armed with a knife. 

He was so drunk he remembered little about 
his movements but claimed to be carrying the 
weapon for his own protection, it was said. 

The family court issued a non-molesta¬ 
tion order banning him from visiting the ad¬ 
dress but he was seen outside the property by 
a neighbour on June 27. His wife was not at 
home at the time but police found him passed 
out in the garden. 

Custody 

He was charged with breaking the terms of 
the court order and was remanded in custody 
for a month. This had done him ‘a power of 
good’ by weaning him off alcohol, said Mr Oli¬ 
ver Woolhouse, defending. 

The lawyer continued: “He had a troubled 
youth but remained offence free for 23 years 
until last September when his drinking trig¬ 
gered an assault that led to the break down of 
his relationship. 

Saunders, of Old Hall Close, Amblecote, ad¬ 
mitted possession of a lock knife, harassing his 
wife and breaking the terms of the order. He 
was given a nine month jail term suspended for 
two years with a 16-week curfew and was made 
subject of a restraining order for three years. 

Judge Simon Ward said: “You were making 
a misery of your wife’s life by coming round 
drunk and harassing her.”

tors that it wasn’t unusual for people to pawn 


such items during hard times. We know that 
some people would pawn their teeth on the 
Monday and pick them back up on Saturday 
so they could eat their Sunday roast! 

“We’ve refreshed our first person inter¬ 
pretation of the building so that it tells the 
stories of the people who fell on hard times 
to our summer visitors. It will be manned by 
a character full time throughout the summer 
holidays.” 


Prior to the Second World War, before 
widespread state benefits, pawnshops allowed 
people in society to raise or obtain capital to 
bolster their income when work was slack. 

The front room of the pawnbroker’s shop at 
the popular Dudley museum, housed in a pair 
of cottages originally from Himley, displays 
unredeemed pledges - or you could enter the 
panelled pledge room where the hard bargain¬ 
ing took place.

THEY were both innocent 
young men on nights out with 
friends - but both suffered the 
same horrific fate. 

Reagan Asbury was stabbed 
in the neck during fighting be¬ 
tween rival boxing fans outside 
Walsall Town Hall last Octo¬ 
ber. 

Ryan Passey was knifed in 
the chest during a fracas in the 
former Chicago’s nightclub in 
Stourbridge a year ago, with 
the anniversary of the tragedy 
passing on Monday this week. 


Both families then went 
through the emotional torment 
of enduring long trials, which 
finally ended without murder 
convictions. 

In 19-year-old Reagan’s case, 
Tyrone Andrew was cleared of 
murder, but found guilty of 
manslaughter and jailed for 14 
years. 

And in 24-year-old Ryan’s 
case, Kobe Murray, 19, of The 
Broadway, Dudley, was cleared 
of murder and manslaughter. 

A memorial match for Ryan 


will take place between Wolves 
All-Stars and a ‘Justice for 
Ryan’ team on September 30. 

The event will be held at 
Stourbridge FC and will be 
preceded by a march organisers 
hope will act as a demonstra¬ 
tion against knife crime. 

The family also want the 
law changed to allow victim’s 
families to appeal against jury 
rulings. 

A petition, as a result of their 
campaign, has almost 20,000 
signatures. 


If it reaches 100,000, their 
cause will get debated in Par¬ 
liament. 

Now, the family of Reagan 
have added their names to the 
online signature list. 

Reagan’s sister, 24-year-old 
Elysia, said: “There must be an 
opportunity to appeal against a 
jury’s ruling. 

“When a case is so serious it 
cannot be left to one chance.”

I want justice for my 
Reagan, says mother

‘A PARAMEDIC looked at me 
- the look a mum would give 
to another mum, I knew it 
was bad then’. 

Fighting back tears Reagan As- 
bury’s heartbroken mother has 
spoken out for the first time since 
her young son was stabbed to death 
as trouble broke out after a boxing 
match in the Black 
Country. 

Helen Kirwan 
and the rest of the 
family were hop¬ 
ing to raise a glass 
to seeing justice 
done for 19-year- 
old Reagan fol¬ 
lowing the trial of 
his killer Tyrone 
Andrew. 

But the jury cleared the 22-year- 
old drug dealer, of St Helens Street, 
Derby, of murder instead finding 
him guilty of manslaughter and sen¬ 
tencing him to 14 years in prison. He 
could be out in seven years. 

Appeal 

The verdict has rocked Reagan’s 
family - including his father Julian 
and sisters Elysia and Fharen - who 
had all been expecting a sentence of at 
least 25 years for Andrew. 

His determined mother says the 
fight for justice now goes on for her 
son - a former Ormiston Shelfield 
Academy pupil - who was knifed in 
the neck from behind. 

She and her family now want a 
change of law to allow an appeal 
against the jury’s decision to clear 
killer Andrew of murder. The 48-year- 
old, said: “Something went seriously 
wrong. We are all overwhelmed. He 


admitted putting the knife in Rea¬ 
gan’s neck.” 

Miss Kirwan last saw her son alive, 
leaving their Pelsall home to watch 
the boxing match featuring local 
fighter Luke Paddock on October 14. 

Trouble erupted outside the town 
hall after the bout between Paddock 
and opposing fighter Derby-based 
Myron Mills’s fans. 

A seven-week trial at Birmingham 
Crown Court saw chilling footage of 
Andrew creeping up behind his victim 
‘like an animal stalking prey’ before 
knifing him in the neck. Reagan’s 
mother received a call from her sister, 
also at the event, telling her that her 
son was hurt. 

She rushed to the scene with Ju¬ 
lian. She said: “I did think he was 


hurt, but not in that way and when 
I got there they [paramedics] were 
already working on him. 

“The paramedics did that much 
CPR it was unreal. A paramedic 
looked at me - the look a mum would 
give to another mum, I knew it was 
bad then.” She added: “God must 
have taken him - he got taken out of 
life so quickly.” 

They had heard claims from An¬ 
drew, who fled the country after the 
attack, that he was acting in self-de¬ 
fence while trying to get away from a 
‘racist mob’. 

Reagan’s sister Elysia, 24, said: 
“We want the right to appeal for a 
retrial. 

“We genuinely thought, because of 
knife crime going up, that the case 


would make an example, we thought 
we would be walking out that court 
room with him (Andrew) getting at 
least a 25-year sentence. Not that he 
would be out in seven years.” 

Under current law, convicted of¬ 
fenders can appeal over jury’s rulings 
and sentences, but victims and their 
families cannot. 

Meanwhile, Reagan’s football 
jacket and boots are hanging in the 
conservatory, his car parked in the 
garden and the towel he left after his 
last shower, untouched. 

The teenager’s home, a converted 
garage in the family’s back garden in 
Pelsall, is as it was the fateful evening 
he left to watch a boxing match. 

“I can’t clean anything, because I’m 
scared I’ll wash him away,” says his 
mother Helen, surrounded by framed 
pictures of her popular son. 

“I feel like he should still be com¬ 
ing to walk through the door in any 
moment.” 

Reagan had played for his football 
team, Pelsall United where he had 
overcome his fear of taking penalties, 
scoring the winning spot kick in a vic¬ 
tory for his team. 

He returned home beaming. And 
later he got ready to go out. 

He was last seen by his mother 
getting into his girlfriend Georgia’s 
brother’s car, smiling from ear to ear. 
But later things would go very wrong. 

Declan Kemp-Francis, 23, of Derby, 
was acquitted of violent disorder but 
found guilty of assisting Andrew 
by driving him to Derby. Ryandeep 
Sidhu, 22, also from Derby, was found 
guilty of assisting Andrew by taking 
the knife. Both were jailed for 30 
months. 

Reagan’s father Julian, aged 51, 
said of the jury’s verdict: “It felt like 
Reagan’s life meant nothing. 

“We can’t accept that. The case 
gives the green light for knife crime.” 


Nothing will 
fill gap left 
by death of 
my brother 
- Elysia, 24 

THE heartbroken sister of Reagan 
Asbury says ‘nothing will ever be 
enough’ to fill the gap left by the 
death of her brother. 

Elysia, aged 24, said: “My family 
and I will have to 
live with the dev¬ 
astating conse¬ 
quences of Tyrone 
Andrew’s careless 
and brutal actions 
for the rest of our 
lives. Reagan isn’t 
coming back and 
that’s something 
we’ll never be 
able to get over. 

“My Drother was a remarkable 
character. You always felt his pres¬ 
ence when he entered into a room - 
always laughing, joking, always had a 
smile on his face, and so calm. He was 
wise beyond his years. 

“Even though I’m his older sister I 
used to go to him for advice 

“He had a positive impact on any¬ 
one he came into contact with.” 

She said the impact on the whole 
family had been devastating. 

“There’s been a void in our life that 
will be there for the rest of our lives,” 
she said. 

Culture 

“It will always be empty. In our 
house, his car is still on the drive, 
I walk past his bedroom, his coat is 
hanging up in the hallway, his shoes - 
it just feels so fresh and that actually 
he’s going to come back through the 
door any minute - that’s how it feels.” 

Elysia urged people to stop carry¬ 
ing knives: “It wrecks lives, it wrecks 
communities. 

For some reason people think they 
need to leave the house with a knife. 
I don’t know where that comes from. 
I don’t know whether it’s the culture 
that needs to change, I don’t know 
whether it’s society’s attitude that 
needs to change, I don’t know if it’s 
the legal system, if it’s tougher sen¬ 
tences. 

I don’t know what needs to change 
but something needs to be done be¬ 
cause young people are carrying 
knives now and people don’t seem to 
be listening or abiding by the law. 

“That’s something that I will con¬ 
centrate on and campaign for - to 
stop.” 

She added: “Reagan had a positive 
impact on every single person he came 
into contact with, and will continue to 
do so. His legacy will live on.”

Nightmare 
neighbour 
zoneshould 
be created 

A SANDWELL councillor has called 
for nightmare neighbours to be 
housed in one area - and away from 
‘nice streets’. 

Council bosses want new tenants 
to sign ‘good behaviour’ contracts to 
help prevent incidents of abuse, crime 
and intimidation. 

The new conditions were explained 
at a meeting of the authority’s Safer 
Neighbourhoods and Active Commu¬ 
nities Scrutiny Board last week, fol¬ 
lowing a call from Councillor Maria 
Crompton for problem families to be 
housed together. 

The meeting was told there were 
3,018 incidents of anti-social behav¬ 
iour reported to police and the bor¬ 
ough council last year, of which 426 
were investigated further. 

Abusive 

The new tenancy condition is part 
of a series of measures to crack down 
on problems which range from abu¬ 
sive language to threats and intimi¬ 
dation. 

Calling for abusive neighbours to be 
put in one area, Councillor Crompton 
said: “You can have a street where 
families have been living for 30 or 
40 years with no problems. Then an 
abusive family, who have been thrown 
out from elsewhere, move in and ruin 
the area.” 

She added: “If you have been 
thrown out because of anti-social be¬ 
haviour, you should not be going into 
nice streets. 

“I would rather that we had all the 
problems in one place than wreck 
those we have no problems with.” 

Alan Caddick, director of housing, 
said officers were now carrying out 
follow-up visits and checking on ten¬ 
ants in an attempt to prevent prob¬ 
lems emerging. 

He added: “One of the things we are 
doing is renewing tenancy agreements 
and putting in a good behaviour con¬ 
tract, so everyone who signs up to a 
property with us will be expected to 
follow a good neighbour policy. 

“We then need to do more work fol¬ 
lowing that up and and ensuring it is 
abided by.” 

In addition, each of Sandwell’s 
six towns will have a designated of¬ 
ficer to deal with incidents plus a 
borough-wide anti-social behaviour 
manager is being recruited to drive 
forward improvements. 


Delays warning 

MOTORISTS are being warned that 
they will face delays as a Black Coun¬ 
try road is closing for more than a 
week. 

Springfield Lane, in Rowley Regis, 
is closed for 24-hours a day from this 
week and is not expected to re-open 
until next Friday, August 17. 


'Sunlight' shed fire spreads

AN Halesowen resident has had to 
be rehomed after a severe shed blaze 
spread to two properties. 

Firefighters rushed to the blaze on 
Bassnage Road,which started as a re¬ 
sult of refracted light. 

Four crews from Haden Cross Fire, 
Brierley Hill Fire and Bournebrook 
Fire worked to tackle the fire at 
around 2.30pm on Sunday. 

The incident left one property so 
badly damaged its occupant needed to 
be rehomed, while one man received 
oxygen therapy for smoke inhalation 
but turned down further treatment. 


A West Midlands Fire spokesman 
said: “It was an incident involving a 
fire spreading from a wooden shed. 
It spread to two houses. Crews used 
three hose reel jets and one main jet. 
Gas and electrics were isolated. 

“A council representative was re¬ 
quested and one occupant was re¬ 
homed. 

“West Midlands Ambulance were 
in attendance and the fire was distin¬ 
guished at 15.39pm.” 

The fire left pieces of wood and 
bushes destroyed and the outside of 
one of the homes smoke damaged.

Firefighters issued a warning on 
social media in the aftermath of the 
incident, saying: “Items that reflect 
sunlight such as mirror, crystal balls, 
glass bottles or paper weights should 
never be left by windows or in direct 
sunlight - otherwise this could be the 
result.” 

Meanwhile, dozens of firefighters 
tackled a large blaze on glassland 
close to woods near Stourbridge on 
Saturday. 

At its height, eight crews attended 
in a bid to quell the flames on land off 
Lawnswood Road, near Stourton. 


Seaside fun suddenly 
turned into tragedy 


A FAMILY friend of the teenager 
from Dudley who died following a 
sea rescue in Wales has spoken of 
the moments leading up to the trag¬ 
edy. 

Rebecca Ray, of Coseley, said she initial¬ 
ly thought cries for help were shrieks of 
laughter. 

They had just arrived at Tywyn when 
16-year-old Blake Ward and two other teenag¬ 
ers got into difficulties in the sea. 

The group had travelled to the beach last 
Tuesday in five cars and the older youngsters 
had gone on ahead while 
the rest of the party un¬ 
packed. 

Mrs Ray said: “They 
were only five minutes 
ahead of us. When we 
got to the beach I could 
hear them shouting and 
at first I thought it was 
screams of laughter. 

“Then I said to my sis¬ 
ter ‘Are they in trouble?’ 
We dumped everything 
and ran over to the rocks.” 

Her brother Michael Payne jumped into the 
sea to try and rescue them with a lifebuoy and 
then helped to drag them to safety. 

Blake was given CPR at the scene by a Royal 
National Lifeboat Institution volunteer before 
being airlifted to Alder Hey Hospital in Liver¬ 
pool but he was found to have suffered exten¬ 
sive brain damage and died on Saturday. 

His mother and father, who were not part of 
the holiday group, were at his hospital bedside. 

Blake, who had just left Hillcrest School and 
Community College in Netherton, after sitting 
his GCSEs, was the boyfriend of Mrs Ray’s 
daughter Stephanie. 

The other teenagers who were rescued, Bran¬ 
don Harrison, also 16, and 14-year-old Michelle 
Evans, were taken to Bangor Hospital for treat¬ 
ment but have since been discharged.

Martin Searle, aged 50, from 
Halesowen, who has had two 
life-saving kidney transplants, 
won a bronze medal competing in 
snooker on the opening day. 

Mr Searle, who also competed 
in darts, described the games as 
having a ‘massive-friendly atmos¬ 
phere’. He said: “It was absolutely 


brilliant - 438 people had been 
the previous record and, counting 
everyone that had registered, we 
smashed the record. There were 
732 of us. We even had a visit from 
Jasper Carrott. 

“It all helps to raise the aware¬ 
ness of organ donors. It is impor¬ 
tant to get that message out.”

Homes plan at 
gym is opposed 

CAMPAIGNERS have criticised plans 
for dozens of homes and a gym to be 
built beside a busy road in Quarry 
Bank. 

More than 50 objections have been 
made over the proposal for the site of 
Fitness4Less on Thorns Road. The ap¬ 
plication would see 14 apartments and 
19 townhouses built on the site, next 
to a route that carries 24,000 vehicles 
a day. One of the nearby residents 
said the development would pose an 
‘increase’ to risk of life by placing 
family homes by such a busy route. 

Applicant Fitness4Less say the ex¬ 
isting gym requires ‘significant rede¬ 
velopment’. 

Cemetery proposal 
for green site 

PLANS for a new cemetery on open 
green space in Rowley Regis have 
been lodged. 

The planning application for the 
land in Powke Lane has been submit¬ 
ted to Sandwell Council and is located 
behind houses, which face the cre¬ 
matorium. It is currently open green 
space for residents. 

A design and access statement 
stated that there was a need for fur¬ 
ther cemetery space as the current 
provision has only got five years to go 
before being at capacity. But residents 
say it is a haven for wildlife. 

Butcher shuts 
after 116 years 

ONE of Sedgley’s oldest family busi¬ 
nesses has shut after 116 years. 

C D Field Butchers was originally 
started in 1902 by Daniel Field and 
in recent years it has been run by his 
great-grandson, also Daniel. 

The shop in High Street, next to the 
Red Lion pub, closed its doors for the 
last time on Saturday. 

The award-winning business had 
been struggling to compete with su¬ 
permarkets in the area. 

At one time the family had a chain 
of shops including Dudley, Upper Gor- 
nal, Brierley Hill and Kingswinford.

The children, aged four and six, 
were both taken to hospital as a pre¬ 
caution, while a woman suffered a 
suspected broken leg in the incident 
shortly before 4pm on Thursday.

Four men 
acquitted 
over baseball 
bat attack 

FOUR young men have been found 
not guilty of attacking a 22-year-old 
with baseball bats and a machete 
after he allegedly ‘put his nose into 
somebody else’s business.’ 

Joshua O’Shaughnessy was injured 
after being cornered at a store in Pri¬ 
ory Road, Dudley on November 28, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

He blamed 18-year-old Tyler Ward, 
Brandon Ward, aged 20, 22-year-old 
Jack Nicholls and a 17-year-old youth 
too young to be identified, who all de¬ 
nied involvement. 

Mr O’Shaughnessy was taken 
to hospital where his wounds were 
treated but he overstated the num¬ 
ber of stitches they required, telling 
the jury it was 20 when the medical 
report stated eight stitched has been 
required, the court heard. 

Cameras 

Under cross examination he admit¬ 
ted wrongly identifying Brandon and 
Tyler Ward as being on CCTV images 
taken by cameras on nearby shops. 

Miss Siobhan Collins, representing 
the 17-year-old defendant, told Mr 
O’Shaughnessy: “You are changing 
who is who.” 

He agreed: “I have been mistaken. I 
don’t know why.” 

He also conceded he had not been 
able to find Nicholls on the footage 
and had not seen either Tyler Ward 
or the 17-year-old hit him. 

Brandon and Tyler Ward, both of 
Davis Avenue, Tipton, Nicholls, of 
Broad Street, Kidderminster, and the 
17-year-old were all found not guilty 
of wounding with intent, wounding, 
affray and threatening with either a 
blade or an offensive weapon.

Families are 
opposing 
rehab centre 

CAMPAIGNERS were left ‘gob¬ 
smacked’ after plans were officially 
lodged to turn a former care home 
into a drugs and alcohol rehabilita¬ 
tion unit. 

Members of the Coseley Focus 
group have vowed to oppose Expec¬ 
tations UK’s bid to see New Bridge 
House undergo a major refurbish¬ 
ment, with scores of objections al¬ 
ready coming in. 

The building, on Bayer Street, Cose¬ 
ley, would transform from its former 
use of a care home into a 65-room hos¬ 
tel and would accommodate men over 
the age of 25 under new plans - ex¬ 
cluding those with arson convictions 
or offences of a serious sexual nature. 

Tony Sheldon, of the Coseley Focus 
group, said: “We were gobsmacked at 
the size of it, 65 rooms and there is 
going to be potentially two to a room. 
We have only got until August 22 to 
object. They say that they want a 
meeting with the public to reassure 
us. We are going to object against it 
the same way we did against the plans 
for the Budden Road travellers’ site.” 

Worry 

One resident said they would feel 
unsafe and would not allow their 
children to play outside if the rehab 
centre got the go-ahead, another said 
Coseley was already struggling with 
rising crime. 

A statement attached to the appli¬ 
cation states that once refurbished 
there would be managers on site with 
24-hour staff and 24/7 CCTV opera¬ 
tion plus approved security. 

Other facilities planned include din¬ 
ing areas on each level, a gym and an 
information technology room. 

Expectations UK said they were 
hoping to open New Bridge House by 
January 2019. Marc Blanchette, chair 
of trustees at Expectations UK, said: 
“We have agreed to hold two commu¬ 
nity consultation sessions in Coseley 
in mid-August to ally any concerns 
the public may have.”

AN EMOTIONAL tribute has been paid to a Black Country 
D-Day veteran who, at just 20-years-old, was one of the first 
to land in Normandy. 

Dennis Bolter, who served in the Royal Marines and is noted as one of 
Stourbridge’s last surviving D-Day veterans, died aged 94 after a short 
illness. His only child, daughter Mary Walker, aged 65, from Stour- 


port-on-Severn, paid tribute to an 
grandfather and great-grandfa¬ 
ther, who was part of the No 47 
Commando Group. 

Ms Walker said: “He was an amaz¬ 
ing father. I have two sons and he was 
a wonderful granddad to them and a 
great-grandfather. 

“He was very kind and very gener¬ 
ous. He had a very happy and healthy 
life up until he was unwell three weeks 
ago. 

“Dad enjoyed his last years and 
went to Normandy every year for the 
last six years too. 

“He was a Green Beret and landed 
on D-Day. Every year he went back, 
and he went in June this year as well.” 

Award 

Mr Bolter, a long-term resident of 
The Broadway in Norton, was awarded 
the Legion d’honneur three years ago 
by the French authorities. 

The award is the highest French 
order of merit for military and civil 
merits. “He was very proud of that,” 
Mary said. 

“ He has lots of medals but that one 
he was very proud of.” 

She added it was ‘humbling’ to see 
how many lives he had touched. 

She added: “When I told the neigh¬ 
bours they cried, when I told his day 
care centre they cried and when I told 
his cleaner she cried. 

“My father’s neighbours have two

young children, they loved him so 
much they cried when we told them. 
They called him uncle Dennis. 

“To me he was just dad. He never 
talked about the war. It took until he 
was retired for him to speak about it.” 

He died on July 27 and his funeral is 
set for August 30 St Thomas’s Church 
at 10.45am.

Disabled? You just 
leapt out of your car! 


YOU may have noticed a new crop of stick¬ 
ers appearing in the rear windows of cars. The 
message goes something like: “No, I don’t 
look disabled - but then you don’t look pig-ig¬ 
norant.” These waspish little banners mark 
the opening salvo in a new phase of Britain’s 
worsening car-parking war. It began some years 
ago when the suspicion grew that blue badg¬ 
es, supposedly issued only to people with real 
mobility problems, were being used dishonestly 
by some able-bodied drivers to use disabled 
parking places. If you can barely walk, it must 
be galling to find “your” space taken by some¬ 
one who leaps out of the car and briskly strides 
away. From next year, expect more friction as 
people with “hidden disabilities” such as au¬ 
tism and mental-health issues are granted blue 
badges, increasing the number from about 2.4 
million to four million. 

GARDENING corner. Guess how deep the 
rain penetrated the soil in the garden at Chateau 
Rhodes after two days of rain? Just two inches. 
It may look wet but scrape the surface and the 
dust is down there. 

NEWS priorities. No, I can’t explain why five 
deaths in a California wildfire are deemed more 
important to the news channels than 60 deaths 
in flooding in India. 

I WAS impressed with the BBC reporter, 
whose name I missed, interviewing a farmer 
about the drought. Too many hacks work from 
a script, asking a list of questions like a robot, 
instead of letting the conversation flow. In this

case, it flowed in a heartbeat from misery to joy 
as the farmer, having described his sub-stand¬ 
ard crop, of wheat added “but at least it’s better 
than last year.” And then he waxed lyrical about 
what a washout the summer of 2017 was and 
how glorious are the sunsets of the summer of 
2018. And, yes, his yields might be down 20 
per cent but he’s got the harvest in earlier than 
ever and now he’s having that rarest of farming 
events - a holiday. According to the old saying 
you’ll never see a dead donkey or a happy farm¬ 
er. Well done, Auntie, for finding one of them. 

BREXIT may be tangled but it is happening. I 
passed a delivery lorry piled high with new cars 
and not one of those cars had a number plate 
with the EU symbol. 

I HAVE done the deed and bought another old 
banger, ending a long line of diesels and return¬ 
ing to the petrol fold. And I can think of no better 
example of the term “sod’s law” than buying a 
second-hand vehicle on the very same day that 
Jeremy Clarkson wrote a column about testing 
the interiors of used cars. 

ACCORDING to Clarkson, the experts ex¬ 
amining the old cars found “a thin veneer of 
mucus, significant traces of faecal matter and 


enough dried blood to suggest someone had 
been beheaded in there” Plus other stuff unsuit¬ 
able for a family newspaper. Having read Clark¬ 
son’s piece, I gave my new pride and joy anoth¬ 
er good scrub. Yeah, I’m sure it’s just mud .... 

AND back to the Brexit negotiations and 
Michel Barnier’s continuing struggle with the 
law. Not with the principle of the law, that is, 
but the pronunciation. Like so many French who 
speak otherwise excellent English, his version 
of “law” comes out sounding like “low.” Which 
is a bit awkward if you’re profession is trying to 
reconcile EU low with English low. 

THE French at least have no trouble with 
the English name for a small settlement. That 
particular heffalump trap is the one that catch¬ 
es Germans who, in the middle of delivering a 
word-perfect speech in English, will suddenly 
refer to a willage. 

WE Brits are, of course, the worst linguists 
in Europe and are duly sniggered at by all. A 
tip: never, ever let a French person hear you say 
“cul-de-sac.” 

THE billboard that caused such a fuss at Wol¬ 
verhampton University, showing a young white 
woman facing a group of black children with 
the motto: “If you want to explore new worlds. 
Start here” fell straight into the white-saviour 
trap and was duly denounced in a twitter-storm 
of academic outrage. The wonder was that the 
billboard was put up in the first place. Whatever 
next? A poem by Rudyard Kipling?

Parking: 
999 staff 
are not 
above law 

ATTACKS on medical staff - both verbal 
and physical - together with damage 
caused to ambulances are, sadly, be¬ 
coming all too frequent. 

Two high-profile cases include a wom¬ 
an in Stoke-on-Trent who left an abusive 
note on an ambulance parked outside her 
home while medics attended an emer¬ 
gency, and one in Birmingham which 
saw a paramedic threatened and abused 
while treating a sick patient. Last month 
crews were attacked with bricks while re¬ 
sponding to a false claim that a 13-year- 
old girl was in cardiac arrest. 

For any member of the emergency ser¬ 
vices, simply carrying out their duties, this 
kind of behaviour is sick, abhorrent, and 
one can only hope that those responsible 
are never in need of life-saving treatment. 

However, much has been made about 
the ambulance staff given a parking ticket 
for stopping on double yellow lines while 
the occupants got out to buy a drink. 

The warden responsible has been rep¬ 
rimanded and the firm he works for, Euro 
Parking Services, suspended from car¬ 
rying out patrols by the landowners. The 
firm did apologise and admitted the ticket 
should not have been issued. 

But am I the only one thinking the war¬ 
den was right, and that he too was only 
doing his job? He argued that an ambu¬ 
lance should only park on double yellow 
lines in an emergency situation. 

The medics, overworked I agree, need¬ 
ed a drink after hours on the road. No 
problem. Staff said the vehicle was too 
wide for regular bays and did not want 
to use a disabled space. An admirable 
stance. And I know that all NHS staff, and 
Armed Services personnel, perform hero¬ 
ic tasks. But does this mean they should 
be allowed to act above the law? Does 
it give them the right to park where they 
want even when not on emergency calls? 

After all, if it was any ordinary Joe, there 
would be no extenuating circumstances. 

The British Parking Association’s code 
of contact advises its members to “re¬ 
spect the needs of the emergency ser¬ 
vices” and allow them to carry out their 
duties without enforcement action being 
taken against them. The code states: 
“This means that you must not issue 
parking charge notices to liveried vehi¬ 
cles being used for operational fire, police 
or ambulance purposes.” 

There is a danger here, though, that 
this could lead to more confrontation. 
While I respect and admire our medics for 
the job they do and would never condone 
attacks or abuse, I think there should be 
more consideration on their part, too.

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A Dudley tennis legend 


LAWN tennis was originated in a back 
garden in Birmingham, and the region 
boasts two Wimbledon champions, 
Ann Jones from Birmingham and Dor¬ 
othy Round from Dudley. 

I want to write about Dorothy 
Round, she won two single Wimbledon 
titles and three mixed doubles Wim¬ 
bledon titles (two with Fred Perry). 
She lived at 25, Grange Road, Dudley, 
when she got married moved to Cedar 
Gardens, Kinver. 


A life size statue in bronze stands in 
Priory Park, Dudley, overlooking the 
tennis courts, there is also a portrait 
in oils, which was painted by a Dudley 
artist, which is now part of the collec¬ 
tion owned by Dudley Museum of Art. 

Dorothy was a committed Chris¬ 
tian and a Methodist Sunday School 
teacher; she refused to play tennis on 
Sunday. 

Dorothy’s last appearance at Wim¬ 
bledon was in 1939, but by this time 


she had put tennis behind her for fam¬ 
ily life, yet she did not give up tennis 
entirely she worked as a coach and 
journalist. 

She also wrote two books, Modern 
Lawn Tennis and Tennis for Girls. 

Dorothy died in November 1982 in 
Kidderminster. 

Her memory will live on forever, es¬ 
pecially here in the Black Country.

8 Police fail to 
answer call 
on gifts data 

WEST Midlands Police has refused 
to reveal information regarding gifts 
and gratuities, despite a Freedom of 
Information request being made. 

A FOI lodged by the Local Democ¬ 
racy Reporting Service (LDRS) on 
July 5 requested a full list of gifts, 
gratuities and hospitality given to po¬ 
lice staff between January 2015 and 
June 2018. 

The force previously had similar 
information under its proactive pub¬ 
lication scheme, yet no figures have 
been published on its website since 
January 2015. 

A West Midlands Police spokesman 
said: “Under section 22 of the Act, we 
are not required to provide informa¬ 
tion in response to a request if it is 
already scheduled to be released into 
the public domain. The information is 
due to be made available on the fol¬ 
lowing website: http://foi.west-mid- 
lands.police.uk” 

No expected date of publication has 
been announced and no reason has 
been given as to why the figures have 
not been updated more recently than 
January 2015. The list of gifts, gratui¬ 
ties and hospitality is a record of what 
has been offered to West Midlands Po¬ 
lice officers, by whom and how much 
they are worth. 

The LDRS is appealing the decision.

Celebrating charity fundraising achievement 


THE projected cost of the Midland Metro line from Wednes- 
bury to Brierley Hill has gone up by more than £30 million. 

The llkm-long line is currently forecast to cost £343m, according to 
the West Midlands Combined Authority (WMCA) - that’s £33m more 
than initially planned. It is understood the rise is partly down to the 
cost of acquiring land along the route. 


At the same time, the projected cost 
mingham and Solihull, has also gone 
up from £675m to £735m. 

At a meeting of the WMCA’s in¬ 
vestment board, finance director Sean 
Pearce said he was working hard to 
bring the projects back under the in¬ 
itial budgets. 

Pressure 

He said: “There are two schemes at 
the moment that are demonstrating 
some cost pressure. One is the metro 
from Birmingham to Solihull. So it’s a 
scheme that’s in a much earlier stage 
of development, but that shows £60m 
worth of pressure at the moment, in 
terms of its budget. The second is the 
Brierley Hill metro extension, which is 
showing £33m. So those two are being 
worked on to bring them back into 
budget and on schedule.” 

The Wednesbury to Brierley Hill 
line is to open in two phases, begin¬ 
ning with Dudley to Wednesbury in 
2022, followed by Brierley Hill ex¬ 
tension a year later. There will be 17 
stops along the route. 

Work has already started remov¬ 
ing vegetation from disused railway 
lines which form much of the route. 
The project has a £207m commitment 
from the Department of Transport. 
The WMCA is putting in £103m and 
the Local Growth Fund £400,000. Last 
year £7.3m was spent on the scheme 
and £1.5m so far this financial year.

Grant help 
for firms 
on sickness 

SMALL firms in the West Midlands 
are being offered grants of up to 
£12,000 to help cut sickness levels, 
which can cost their business up to 
£250,000 a year in lost productivity. 

A new pilot scheme, run by the 
West Midlands Combined Authority, 
is offering a toolkit, support, advice 
and grants for businesses with 20- 
250 employees, including those in the 
Black Country. WMCA is hoping to 
get 148 companies to sign up for the 
scheme, which could then be rolled 
out across the region. 

Alongside the pilot, businesses 
can work towards three levels of 
the Thrive at Work Commitment - 
bronze, silver and gold. Businesses 
which show exemplary practice will 
be eligible for a Wellbeing Award. 

Researchers will evaluate how the 
programme is implemented and in¬ 
terview employees to gauge its effec¬ 
tiveness.

Teenager 

stabbed 


ten times 


A TEENAGE robber stabbed a mother up to 
ten times while trying to steal her car just 
moments after she had dropped her child at 
nursery in Tipton, a court heard. 

The teenager, who cannot be named for legal reasons and 
has now been locked up, had struck a number of times be¬ 
fore across the Black Country, even targeting a pregnant 


woman in Coseley and forc¬ 
ing her to hand over £300. 

The Tipton victim had 
just left her two-year-old 
at nursery when she was 
targeted by the 17-year-old 
thug in Tipton High Street 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

The youth, from West 
Bromwich, drew a knife, 
grabbing hold of her and 
saying she would be stabbed 
if she did not give him the 
key to her car, explained Mr 
Howard Searle, prosecuting. 

An eye witness to the inci¬ 
dent on March 29 at around 
7am estimated the attacker 
delivered up to ten blows as 
the woman fought back be¬ 
fore the robber was chased 
off by staff from a butchers. 

Although her injuries 
were not life threatening, 
the woman needed stitches.

Mr Searle revealed: “She 
thought she might have 
been killed, suffers flash¬ 
backs and has developed a 
stutter.” 

The culprit had three days 
earlier ambushed a man for 
his Peugeot and stabbed 
him several times to make 
him drop the keys. Luck¬ 
ily the victim was wearing 
heavy clothing. On March 
10 he robbed a mother-to-be 
in Coseley. 

The defendant, who had 
five previous robbery con¬ 
victions, admitted wounding 
with intent, two robberies 
and attempted robbery. He 
was given six years deten¬ 
tion with three years more 
supervision than usual on 
release after serving at least 
two thirds of his sentence.

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Armed police called more 
than 3,000 times in a year 


THE number of police firearms operations across the West 
Midlands has increased more in just a single year than in any 
other region in the country. 

Figures released by the Home Office show armed police were called 
to 3,312 incidents in 2017/18 - up 53 per cent from the year before 
when there were 2,167. 

Most of the operations took place in the West Midlands Police force area, 

where there were 2,421 in 2017/18. In 
Staffordshire there were 330. 

West Midlands Police spokesman 
Lara Horsley said: “In the year to 
March 2017 we saw the number of 
firearms officers increase by more 
than half. 

“We now have more armed patrol 
vehicles out and about on the streets 
of the West Midlands than ever before 
- and as a result we have the capacity 
to respond to more incidents.” 

Across England and Wales, police 
carried out 18,746 armed operations 
in 2017/18. 


Apprentices at 
Carillion lose 
financial help 

THE remaining 341 Carillion ap¬ 
prentices will have financial support 
cut off at the end of this month after 
being officially released from the com¬ 
pany. 

The apprentices, who have yet to 
find new placements, will have their 
wage support stopped. 

There were 1,275 apprentices work¬ 
ing at Wolverhampton-based Carillion 
at the time of its collapse in January. 

Since then they continued to be 
paid by the Official Receiver as they 
attempted to find new companies. So 
far 777 have so far found paid roles 
with new employers in England. 

Some 123 are still working with 
the Construction Industry Training 
Board to find new employment. 

The CITB has pledged to continue 
providing assistance to apprentices 
once wage support ends,with weekly 
contact via social media, access to ca¬ 
reer events and support with job-seek¬ 
ing skills such as CV preparation. 


Danger 

Officers opened fire on 12 occasions, 
twice more than the previous year. 

Federation chairman Richard Cooke 
said: “These figures are a salutary re¬ 
minder of the grave danger our officers 
face daily policing the streets and 
doing our best, with ever dwindling 
resources to keep the people safe. The 
increase in gun crime is frankly alarm¬ 
ing. 

“More specialist firearms officers 
are welcome, but they cannot be every¬ 
where when the majority of unarmed 
colleagues and the public potentially 
need them. 

“New firearms officers are not new 
resources, they come at the expense of 
officer numbers in other areas.”

2 Sisters sells 
its 'red meat' 
process sites 

FOOD group 2 Sisters, which has 
chicken processing factories in the 
West Midlands, has sold its red meat 
division. 

Kepak Group is buying the business 
and assets of 2 Sisters Red Meat, in¬ 
cluding four UK production facilities 
and a cold storage facility in Truro. 

The production sites are the beef 
and lamb processing factories in 
Merthyr Tydfil, Wales, and McIn¬ 
tosh Donald in Portlethen, Scotland, 
a retail packing factory at Victoria, 
Cornwall, and a beef processing site 
in Bodmin, Cornwall. 

About 1,700 people are employed by 
2 Sisters Red Meat. 

The sites, which operate under the 
brands McIntosh Donald and St Mer- 
ryn, were bought by 2 Sisters from 
Vion in 2013 in a £30 million deal. 

The red meat business has since 
made losses in three of four financial 
years, and 2 Sisters has been restruc¬ 
turing. 

Ranjit Singh Boparan, president of 
2 Sisters’ parent Boparan Holdings, 
said: “We have had approaches over 
the past four years for our red meat 
operations, and we have been talking 
to several interested parties during 
this period.

It was quite a step up for Eve, who 
had just finished studying music per¬ 
formance at Stourbridge College and is 
now preparing to take on songwriting 
at the British and Irish Modern Music 
Institute in Digbeth. 

“College was a blessing, I’ve got

nothing bad to say about it,” she says. 
“It was a fantastic challenge and the 
tutors were excellent and supportive. 

“My tutor Heather Young was in 
a band called DRAG [AKA Birming¬ 
ham punk rockers DressedAsGirl] so 
she passed on her help. She was so 
supportive and honest, if I pitched an 
idea and she didn’t like it she would 
say ‘no’.” 

Eve has been writing for ‘half a dec¬ 
ade’,she was a young teenager when 
she first put her thoughts to paper. 

“Looking back, some of that is not 
anything like myself,” she laughs. 


“I’m not ashamed of it, it shaped me 
as a musician, but some of it is pretty 
depressing and hopefully that remains 
under the carpet for ever.

Style-wise, Eve points to The 
Streets, Lily Allen and Frank Turner 
as major influences, as well as being a 
massive fan of musician, activist and 
philanthropist Chance The Rapper.

patrol car 
after threat 
with needle 

A WANTED man who lunged at police 
officers in Dudley with a syringe before 
stealing their patrol car has been jailed for 
almost four years. 

Motorists had to swerve to avoid being 
hit by Andrew Gill as he fled through con¬ 
gested Dudley streets. He later tried to 
throw himself off a bridge but was rescued 
by officers. 

The 30-year-old had been arrested and 
handcuffed in the town’s High Street last 
December for a breach of his licence con¬ 
ditions, Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told. But when in the back of a patrol car 
heading for Oldbury police station, the 
drug addict became ‘aggressive and agi¬ 
tated’, said Ms Katie Fox, prosecuting. 

He told them he was infected with HIV 
and Hepatitis C, reached into an inside 
pocket and produced a syringe with the 
threat: “I’ve got a dirty needle covered in 
blood - if you don’t let me out, I’ll stab you 
with it.” In a struggle the keys of the vehi¬ 
cle were dropped and snatched by Gill who, 
despite being sprayed with something sim¬ 
ilar to pepper spray, got into the driver’s 
seat and sped away. 

Jump 

He drove erratically up Birmingham 
Road, carrying out a hand-brake turn as 
he headed towards a junction with drivers 
having to take evasive action. The car was 
tracked to a petrol station and Gill, who 
had fled to a 35ft-high bridge overlooking 
Duncan Edwards Way, was restrained by 
police as he tried to jump off. 

The court heard he had a string of con¬ 
victions involving 54 offences, mainly for 
dishonesty but also including firearms. 

Mr Jason Patel, defending, said Gill’s 
offending was driven by his addiction to 
drugs. He was genuinely remorseful for his 
behaviour that day which was as an act of 
‘sheer madness’. The court heard he was 
in breach of a suspended 12-week prison 
sentence for a public order offence imposed 
last September. Gill, of no fixed address, 
admitted possessing an offensive weapon, 
escaping from custody, robbery, dangerous 
driving and and driving whilst disqualified. 

He was sentenced to a total of 46 months 
in prison and will be disqualified from driv¬ 
ing for a further five years on his release. 

Residents’ 
horror at 
dead geese 

RESIDENTS have been left horrified af¬ 
ter dead geese have been left ‘rotting’ in a 
pond in the Black Country. 

The residents have said the Canada geese 
have been left dead in a pond in Smeth¬ 
wick’s Victoria Park for weeks - with some 
of them decomposing into skeletons. 

It is claimed there are more than 10 dead 
birds in the water, with their carcasses giv¬ 
ing off a pungent stink. 

A spokesman for the RSPCA said they 
suspect the geese have died due to avian 
botulism. While a Sandwell Council spokes¬ 
man said they are working to remove the 
birds as quickly as possible - and one dead 
bird has been sent off for an autopsy to find 
out what is causing the deaths. 

Tom Gasiorowski, who regularly visits 
the park, said: “There is an increasing 
number of dead birds, mainly Canada geese 
floating in the water or rotting just outside 
in the ‘wildlife pool’ in Victoria Park in 
Smethwick. The smell is terrible, the water 
is dirty as the bread is also rotting together 
with the dead birds in the water. Some of 
them are now skeletons. 

“The dead birds are rotting in the water 
when visiting birds taking the bath and 
drinking this now toxic water.” 

Jean Wilkinson said: “These dead geese 
are floating in the water and they look like 
they have been there for a long time. I have 
never seen a pool so filthy.” 

Leisure chief Councillor Bill Gavan, said: 
“The council has found dead wildfowl at 
Victoria Park Pool in Smethwick and our 
partners Serco have removed these birds 
as quickly as possible. Some have unfortu¬ 
nately been difficult to reach. However a 
team from Sandwell Valley alongside Serco 
staff will be removing all the hard-to-reach 
ones.” 


HUNDREDS of knives and blades have been 
emptied from weapon surrender bins all across 
the West Midlands. 

A total of 450 blades have been anonymously 
disposed of in the 12 discreet bins throughout 
the region, as part of ongoing police work to 
tackle violent crime. 

The secure boxes are designed to offer people 
a place to dispose of weapons safely, and were 
last emptied in September 2017, when 184 
knives and two guns were discovered. 

West Midlands Police & Crime Commissioner 
David Jamieson said: “These bins are just one 
measure we are taking to get knives off our 
streets.

THE mother of Tunisia terror attack 
victim Joel Richards has spoken of 
a difficult period in her life as she 
commemorated what would have 
been his 23rd birthday. 

In a bitter-sweet last few days, Suzy 
Evans also acknowledged passing the 
£150,000 milestone in her fundraising 
efforts for Smile For Joel, the charity 
she and son Owen, now 18, set up in his 
memory. 

She encouraged 
people to sign up to 
the Run For Joel 
event in Sandwell 
Valley Park next 
month, the charity’s 
main annual fund¬ 
raiser. 

Student Joel, 
from Wednesbury, 
died alongside uncle 
Adrian Evans, grand¬ 
father Patrick Evans

Sousse in 2015. The 19-year-old Saddlers fan, 
who was a promising referee, was awarded a 
string of posthumous honours. 

His mother spent the evening of his birth¬ 
day, August 3, with his friends recalling 
happy times. Joel’s younger brother Owen is 
currently at a summer camp in America while 
Suzy’s mother died in May, aged 74. 

She said: “It’s been a really hard time, espe¬ 
cially being on my own. My mum never really 
got over losing her husband, her only son and 
her grandson. She’d been in good health up to 
then but their deaths broke her heart. 

“Owen has been an inspiration to us all 
with the way he has coped and the work he 
does for the charity. He’d signed up for Camp 
America for the summer and rightly stuck to 
his plans. So I got together with Joel’s friends 
locally and we raised a glass to him.” 

She added: “One of the last conversations 
I had with him was about whether he could 
make refereeing a career. He was so good but 
he was also very humble. He said to me ‘Mum, 
do you realise how fantastic you have to be to 
be a professional referee?’ But when you hear 
all the comments about him, and how good he 
was, you wonder. But it’s all ‘What ifs’,” she 
said.

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Increase 
in attacks 
by prison 
inmates 

ATTACKS by prison¬ 
ers on staff and other 
inmates have rocketed 
to record levels in West 
Midlands jails over the 
last five years, new fig¬ 
ures reveal. 

According to Ministry 
of Justice (MoJ) figures, 
South Staffordshire’s 
three prisons saw 313 
assaults on staff last year 
- four times as many as 
in 2012. 

And the data shows 
that prisoner-on-pris¬ 
oner assaults in HMP 
Oakwood, HMP Feather- 
stone and Brinsford YOI 
jumped to almost 1,000 
last year, in what has 
been described as an ‘ex¬ 
tremely concerning’ rise 
in violence. 

Despite the sharp 
spike in assaults, all 
three institutions were 
said to be meeting the 
majority of their targets 
in the latest MoJ prison 
performance tables. 

However, HMP Bir¬ 
mingham was given the 
bottom rung rating in 
the tables, with MoJ in¬ 
spectors branding the 
prison’s performance 
as being of ‘serious con¬ 
cern’. 

It is the second year 
running that the prison 
has been awarded the 
lowest possible grade, 
with a staggering 434 as¬ 
saults on staff recorded 
in 2017, compared to 75 
in 2012. 


Concern 
at fall in 
magistrate 
numbers 

THE number of magis¬ 
trates in the Black Coun¬ 
try has plummeted by 
more than a third in just 
three years - one of the 
steepest drops across the 
whole of England and 
Wales. 

Across the region there 
are 233 less magistrates 
than there were in 2015, 
with budget cuts and 
recruitment problems 
blamed for the reduction. 

The figures have 
prompted warnings that 
the dwindling numbers 
could hinder the admin¬ 
istration of justice with 
magistrates increasingly 
sitting in benches of two 
rather than three due to 
shortages. 

Figures from the 
Courts and Tribunals Ju¬ 
diciary show that in the 
Black Country 259 mag¬ 
istrates are currently sit¬ 
ting, compared with 411 
three years ago. 

Across Staffordshire 
the number has fallen 
from 357 to 276, while 
nationally there has been 
a 25 per cent drop in the 
number of magistrates 
since 2015 (20,000 to 
15,000). 

The Magistrates As¬ 
sociation chief executive 
Jon Collins said that for 
magistrate numbers to 
remain constant over the 
next 10 years, more than 
8,000 new magistrates 
need to be recruited to 
replace those retiring 
once they turn 70.

Brothers left 
a city legacy 


DON Everall used to be part 
of the very fabric of Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Don and his brother Cliff start¬ 
ed their coach business between 
the wars, although then they were 
known as charabancs. 

By 1963 there were 37 vehicles in 
the Monmore Green yard, with three 
of them operating in West Bromwich, 
and a further 17 in the Stourbridge 
depot. 

They supplied the Wolverhampton 
Wanderers team coach, unusually fit¬ 
ted with facing seats and tables, with 
table lamps, and the driver wore a spe¬ 
cial team badge. 

Don Everall also began operating 
travel agencies, with the flagship 
shop in Bell Street, and to complete 
a rounded service for Black Country 
holidaymakers, also for a time had 
their own holiday camps in Wales. Don 
Everall also ran a Ford car dealership 
on the Bilston Road, which operated a 
fleet of hire cars.

A subsidiary, Don Everall Aviation 
Ltd, operated Wolverhampton Munic¬ 
ipal Airport for the council for many 
years. 

When inclusive tour charter flights 
became popular it started its own 
airline, operating mostly from Bir¬ 
mingham Airport, with DC-3 airliners 
ferrying holidaymakers to the conti¬ 
nent. 

The airline was the first of the 
businesses to end, when the Everalls 
baulked at the cost of introducing new 
turboprop airliners, and sold out. 

Slowly the other travel businesses 
followed suit over the years, until the 
name finally disappeared. 

A Don Everall drivers’ club still op¬ 
erates, and at the Tettenhall Trans¬ 
port Heritage Centre, the Don Everall 
name is preserved in a number of ex¬ 
hibits.

It’s a £3,200 price 
hike over the previous entry level Mazda6 but 
reflects more standard kit than before to soften 
the blow. 

For instance, every new Mazda6 has a head 
up display projecting speed, speed limit and 
sat nav turn instructions on the windscreen 
and there’s a forward facing camera to detect 
pedestrians ahead and put the brakes on if you 
don’t. 

There’s also intelligent cruise control on every 
one of the newcomers, keeping you a safe 
distance from the car in front. 

Under the bonnet the larger of the two diesel 
engines has power increased from 172bhp 
to 181 bhp while both it and the carried over 
(and more popular) 148bhp diesel both have 
exhaust fluid injection to cut emissions. 

Subtle but thorough changes to the 
suspension are aimed at making the ride more 
comfortable and the handling a little sharper, 


while there’s more sound insulation throughout 
the car to quieten the interior. 

Once inside this refreshed model you’ll 
notice front seats made more comfortable by 
reshaping them and changing the padding and 
a dashboard made to look more upmarket with 
a larger (eight inch) centre display screen and 
there’s new wood to finish the instrument panel 
and door trim. 

No change to the size of boot, which remains 
a useful 480 litres for the saloon and 522 on the 
estate, with a generous 1,664 if you fold down 
the rear seats. 

Sadly, there weren’t any diesels to drive 
on the launch of these latest cars so it was a 
petrol only exercise, starting with the new 2.5 
litre model. It uses an engine already familiar 


to Mazda drivers in the States, but new to our 
shores and added to the range to swell the 
non-diesel choice. 

Mated as standard to an automatic gearbox, 
it cost £30,795 as the saloon or £31,695 as 
an estate and is dripping with kit, from a 360 
degree camera view on its dash screen, 
adaptive LED headlights, 19ins alloys and 
seats heated front and rear and cooled in the 
front. 

Over a mixed route of Cotswolds’ roads the 
2.5 litre car returned 39.6mpg (42.6mpg in 
the new official test) thanks in part to the way 
it cuts out two of the engine’s four cylinders 
under light load at moderate speed. 

It never felt especially brisk, with a 138mph 
top speed and 8.1 second time to 62mph. It’s 


more of a cruiser, especially as the engine 
turns a little rowdy when pushed. 

Better to drive was the less powerful 2.0 litre 
163bhp petrol engined version with a lovely 
six-speed manual gearbox. It was quieter than 
its more powerful sibling and, mysteriously, 
also rode the bumps better despite rolling on 
the same-sized wheels. 

Better still was the 51.2mpg shown after a 
longish drive, mostly behind other vehicles 
obviously in no hurry at all. 

Frustrating, but very good for the pocket - 
and a generous improvement on the official 
44.1 mpg. 

Even so, previous experience of this Mazda’s 
diesel engines means they are almost certainly 
the pick of the bunch. 



Special-edition variant of LC gets 
eye-catching body colour 
Japanese car manufacturers are 
renowned for a love of making 
special-edition machinery, and Lexus 
is the latest to introduce another to its 
line-up with this — the aptly named 
Lexus LC Limited Edition. 

There’s a yellow theme for this 
variant of the sports car, which was 
first introduced in 2017. The bodywork 
is finished in an eye-catching Naples 
Yellow paint colour, which continues 
to the cabin — where the black door 
panels feature yellow Alcantara inserts. 

Yellow stitching features on the white 
leather seats, instrument panel, steering 
wheel and centre too, while the headliner 
is furnished with Alcantara. 

As for technology, Limited Edition 
buyers can expect a head-up display, 
10-way power adjustment for the front 
seats and a 13-speaker Mark Levinson 
audio system for no extra cost. 

Completing the package is a set of 
21-inch alloy wheels, with the Lexus 
LC Limited Edition available with two 
powertrains. The first is a 3.5-litre V6 
hybrid powertrain with 472bhp and 
648Nm of torque, making the coupe 
capable of 0-60mph in 4.5 seconds 
before hitting a 155mph top speed. 

There’s also a naturally-aspirated 
5.0-litre V8 variant, producing 470bhp 
and 540Nm of torque. The result is an 
identical 0-60mph time and top speed to 
the hybrid. 

No official word yet on how many units 
of the Lexus LC Limited Edition will be 
coming to the UK, nor how much it will 
cost, but order books are set to open in 
November. Expect to hear more news 
following the car’s public debut at the 
Paris Motor Show in October.

Flagship Grandland X raises stakes

It’s big, plush and lavishly equipped with 
the latest technology - so Vauxhall is 
justified in naming its latest version of the 
Grandland X ‘Ultimate’, 

It also comes with a new and more powerful 
engine and an eight-speed automatic 
gearbox, earning it pole position as the 
flagship of the range. 

It’s the biggest of the Vauxhall SUV range 
(the others are the Grassland X and Mokka 
X) and is a worthy rival for the biggest seller 
in this class, the Nissan Qashqai, and Ford’s 
Kuga. 

It’s a five-seater family car with a big boot 
that’s packed with more gadgets and gizmos 
than you can shake a stick at. Of course at 
£34,040 it’s also top of the range in price 
terms. The range starts from £22.515. 

The Grandland X range also comes with a 
petrol option, a 130PS, three cylinder turbo 
with surprisingly zesty performance and 
great economy (11.1 seconds to 62mph and 
55.4mpg) for a car of this size. There’s also the 
popular 1.6 litre turbo diesel - familiar from the 
Astra and Insignia ranges - with 120Ps and a 
hefty 300Nm of torque which is slightly slower 
off the mark but about ten per cent more 
economical. 

The Ulimate is unique in the range with 
the new 2.0 litre turbo under the bonnet, 
combining 177Ps of power and 400NM 
of torque. It also has the the eight speed 
automatic transmission, enabling brisk 
acceleration with longer gearing at the top 
end for smoother, more economical motorway 
cruising. 

Its vital statistic are impressive: 0 to 62mph 
in 9.1 seconds, 57.6mpg and a C02 rating of 
128g/km. 

Like the 1.6 diesel, the 2.0 litre unit is

quiet and refined in operation - among the 
best in class for refinement. It gets some 
extra assistance in this case as the auto 
transmission keeps revs relatively low even as 
you get up to speed. 

It all adds to the upmarket feel you’d 
expect of a top of the range car. All seats 
are generously sized (even the centre rear 
is adult-friendly) and head and legroom 
are excellent all round. The boot, with an 
adjustable floor, offers a family-sized 514 litres 
of space which increases to 1,653 litres. 

The big different is more oomph, of course, 
plus increased towing abulity - 2,000 as 
opposed to 1,600kg for a braked trailer. 

The Grandland has strong, tall lines of an 
SUV with the high hip height (for easy access) 
and commanding seating position, for better 
visibility. It’s a comfortable car too, the ride a 
fine balance between sporty dynamics and a 
supple ride - a Vauxhall virtue from the Astra 
and Insignia re-engineered for the large car. 

Although it is big, it isn’t heavy to drive: and 
it retains much of the agility and accurate

tracking through corners as its smaller 
stablemates. Its widetrack gives the look, and 
feel, of a car which is firmly planted. 

There’s no four wheel drive option with the 
Grandland X (you need a Mokka for that) 
but - like other parts it shares the option of 
Peugeot’s ‘Intelligrip’ system. This allows 
you to choose driving modes via a rotary 
dial on the centre console, setting up throttle 
response and torque distribition between the 
front wheels according to conditions. 

Traction control and hill start assist 
arealsostandard, along with an electronic 
stability programme. It provides better 
traction on wet and slippery roads, and even 
allows for a mild off-road excursion. 

The Ulimate’s standard equipment list is 
a long one, but it includes features such 


as adaptive cruise control with pedestrian 
detection and automatic emergency braking, 
driver drowsiness alert, and advanced park 
assist. 

The optional adaptive cruise control with 
stop function, maintains the speed and 
selected distance to the vehicle ahead 
and brakes to a full stop or accelerates the 
Grandland X when required. The outstanding 
safety level of the Grandland X was confirmed 
by Euro NCAP who awarded it five stars, with 
the new Vauxhall SUV earning high marks in 
all four safety categories. 

The Ultimate is also equipped with adaptive 
forward lighting (AFL) LED headlamps. 
Functions such as cornering light, high beam 
assist and auto levelling guarantee optimal 
illumination of the road ahead in all situations. 


Front foglamps, a heated windscreen, 
electrically heated door mirrors, a power 
tailgate, heated seats, leather-faced seats 
and dual zone climate control are also on the 
list. 

This flagship Grandland X raises the stakes 
in this class of the SUV sector, easily the 
fastest growing in the new car market. Its 
size, blend of performance and economy 
plus its particularly high specification put it in 
the top echelons of family transport.

High on the list of affordable SUVs

With no signs of a dip in sales of compact 
SUVs - by far the biggest sector of the new 
car market - let’s look at Vauxhall’s Mokka 
X. 

The Mokka X, one of the more capacious 
examples of the genre, is well specified and 
the engines include a 1.4 petrol turbo and 
Vauxhall’s 1.6 litre whisper diesel which does 
live up to its name. 

The test car was powered by the latter unit 
as used in top models of the much-acclaimed 
new Astra, with 136PS of power and a hefty 
320NM of torque, which endows it with the 
dual benefits of lively performance and 
relaxed cruising. 


Refinement 

It is indeed a quiet unit: never raucous even 
under hard acceleration, and virtually silent 
even at motorway speeds. Its refinement is 
matched by its tax efficiency: its 114gm/km 
CO rating means road tax and benefit-in-kind 
tax are kept relatively low. 

Official tests put its average fuel 
consumption at almost 66mpg, but such 
official figures are rarely (if ever) achieved in 
the real world so my test figure of 54mpg over 
a couple of hundred miles of mixed driving 
might be a reasonable guide. 

The test car was in Elite trim and costs 
£24,415 but the range goes from £17,640 
to £26,815, which is very competitive in this 
sector of the market. 

The Mokka has a wing-shaped horizontal 
grille and double wing LED headlights. 

It has sporty good looks without 
compromising on interior space, able to 
accommodate five adults in comfort plus 356 
litres of cargo. 

Naturally you can fold down the rear seats 
to increase boot capacity to 1,372 litres. 

The seating position is high, for easier

access and good visibility, which is one of the 
big attractions for SUV buyers. 

The big, sports-style front seats hold you 
comfortable and secure, and for those in the 
front seat heaters are standard on this model 
as was a heated leather steering wheel. 

The test car was a front wheel drive version 
(which the majority of buyers will chose) 
although there is a 4x4 option. In spite of its 
height, the Mokka X handles well and corners 
with little discernible body roll, probably 


because of rather firm suspension which you 
do notice over some of our B-roads. The car 
performs well, and feels particularly relaxed 
during motorway cruising. 

Equipment includes digital radio, Bluetooth, 
automatic headlights and wipers, electrically 
heated and folding door mirrors, ABS, stability 
and traction controls, hill start assist and a 
tyre pressure monitoring system. 

For those who prefer petrol to diesel, 
Vauxhall has the option of a 1.4 direct injection 


turbo engine from the Astra. This 152PS unit, 
even with a six-speed automatic transmission 
and apadtive all wheel drive, is still capable 
of averaging 43.5mpg and C02 emissions of 
150g/km. 

It’s pretty nifty too, able to tackle the 0 to 
62mph dash in 9.4 seconds. 

There’s a MOPS version of the same engine, 
providing a little more economy and lower 
emissions. 

Since its launch six years ago, Vauxhall has 


sold more than 500,000 Mokkas in Europe - 
with one in five going to UK buyers. 

Its engines and interior should keep it high 
up on the list of affordable SUVs.

MG ZS offers a

The MG ZS is the Chinese-owned, British 
manufacturer’s new compact SUV. 

It slots in the middle of MG’s current range, 
sitting between the MG3 hatchback and 
MG GS SUV, and the company is billing it 
as its “greatest car yet”. With six months of 
development just for the UK, MG is hoping it 
will be living up to that statement. 

With the compact SUV market so strong 
these days, MG is aiming to make the ZS 
stand out through a low price and a seven- 
year manufacturer warranty. 

Design 

Aside from the ZS nameplate - previously 
attached to a high-performance, Rover 
45-based saloon - the compact SUV is an 
almost totally new car in the MG line-up. 

It introduces a new design language for the 
brand, showcasing a much larger grille and 
more angular styling cues compared to its GS 
and MG3 stablemates. 

A new engine joins the lineup as well - a 
range-topping, 1.0-litre turbocharged three- 
cylinder engine developed in conjunction with 
General Motors. 

Two petrol engines and gearboxes 
are available for the compact SUV - the 
aforementioned new 1.0-litre motor available 
with a six-speed automatic and MG’s own 
1.5-litre, naturally aspirated unit which is 
paired to a five-speed manual 

We spent most driving the 1.5-litre engine. It 
develops 105bhp and 141 Nm of torque, going 
from 0-60mph in 10.4 seconds and up to a top 
speed of 109mph. Fuel economy is a claimed 
49.6mpg with C02 emissions of 129g/km.

In urban driving, the MG ZS offers a 
perfectly fine experience. A high seating 
position, good all-round visibility, soft 
suspension and parking sensors - coupled 
with a camera on higher-spec models - make 
city driving easy and stress-free. 

However, do expect plenty of gear changes 
and high-revving at traffic lights because of 
the lack of low-end torque. 

MG also makes a big deal of the car’s 
three steering modes - urban, normal and 
dynamic. In all honesty, each setting has no 
major effect - with dynamic adding a little 
more weight, and urban taking some away. 
The differences are noticeable, but not worlds 
apart and will likely be an untouched feature 
after a while of ownership. 

MG has introduced a totally new design 
ethos with the ZS. It’s by no means a bad 
looking car, in fact, it’s arguably one of the 
better-looking cars in the compact SUV 
market. The front-end reminds us a whole lot 
of the current Mazda CX-3 while the back-end 


is reminiscent of an earlier Kia Sportage. 

We’d like to have seen something on the car 
that makes it stand out as an MG, rather than 
blend in with a sea of other crossovers. 

The interior of the ZS looks quite impressive, 
offering a visual design of something in a 
much higher price bracket. 

To touch though, it’s not quite so good. The 
leather-effect materials have a cheap rubbery 
feel to them and hard, scratchy plastics are 
scattered around the cockpit. It’d be hard to 
expect anything more at the ZS’ price-point, 
but it makes it hard to justify the savings over 
its rivals if cost isn’t your priority. 

It’s certainly a practical car as well - offering 


448 litres of boot space with all seats in place. 

Considering the low price, the MG ZS is fairly 
generously equipped. Standard equipment 
on all models includes LED daytime running 
lights, Bluetooth connectivity and cruise 
control. 

We tested the Excite model, which included 
17-inch wheels, air-conditioning, ‘designer’ 
fabric seats and parking sensors - coming in 
at £13,995. 

Range-topping Exclusive models offer 
an eight-inch touchscreen infotainment 
system that includes Apple CarPlay, satellite 
navigation and a reverse parking camera - 
starting at £17,495, it massively undercuts 


the cost of rivals with similar level of 
equipment. 

With prices starting at just £12,495, topped 
off with a seven-year, 80,000-mile warranty 
and zero per cent finance deals, it’s a solid 
choice for anyone simply looking for a brand- 
new, practical car with the ease of knowing it 
can be relied on for a few years to come.

Flair brought to dependable package 



A lower roofline gives the i30 a more coupe-like character

Fastback might not be a term you’re 
familiar with, but essentially it’s a 
hatchback crossed with a saloon, often 
with swoopy details to almost make it look 
like a coupe. 

In the UK, the only other car marketed 
specifically as a fastback is the Mazda 3, 
although that’s a saloon. Now, though, it’s 
time for Hyundai to delve into this teeny tiny 
sector with its i30 Fastback, adding further 
appeal to the popular model. 

The Fastback is noticeably an i30, in terms 
of design and functionality. Both the interior 
and engine choices remain hardly unchanged 
compared to the estate and hatch, so the 
main differences come via its looks. A lower 
roofline gives the i30 a more coupe-like 
character, while a tapered rear windscreen 
integrates well into a ducktail-style spoiler. 

The front grille has also been altered, being 
reduced in size to give it a wider stance. It also 
features revised LED daytime running lights, a 
front roof spoiler and altered air intakes. Two 
new alloy wheel designs are also exclusive to 
the Fastback. The final differences over the 
hatchback and estate are a new front bumper 
and slightly tinted front lights. 

There are only two engines on offer in the 
i30 Fastback. Our test car was fitted with 
the cheaper of the two - a 118bhp, 1.0-litre 
petrol with three cylinders. It is refined on 
the motorway and efficient, with a claimed 
fuel economy figure of 54.3mpg. The higher- 
powered 138bhp 1.4-litre is a reasonably 
priced upgrade, and is also the only way to 
get an automatic gearbox - the 1.0-litre is 
mated exclusively to a six-speed manual. 

The i30 Fastback’s chassis has been 



Everything works well and feels built to last 

stiffened up ever so slightly over the regular 
hatchback’s, and while it’s certainly not 
enough to transform the car into a B-road 
stormer, it endows the Fastback with just 
a little extra ability when things get twisty. 
Despite the changes, the i30’s suspension 
remains compliant enough over imperfections 
in the road to remain comfortable, and this 
means that there shouldn’t be any complaints 
from the vehicle’s occupants - be that driver 
or passengers. 

Our test car came with a six-speed manual, 
and we’d argue that it’s the best option for the 
i30 - the optional automatic doesn’t quite suit 
the character of the car, and can be a little 
dim-witted at times. 

Of all the i30 models, the Fastback is the 
smartest. The hatchback and estate models 
are both practical cars but are devoid of any 
visual excitement. Thankfully, the Fastback 
fills that gap. 

While the Fastback is hardly a revolution 
in design, the rear end is where the main 


differences lie. The roofline is 30mm 
lower than the hatch, while a tapered rear 
windscreen looks the part, particularly as the 
rear integrates into a roof spoiler. It certainly 
adds some well-need flair to the i30 range. 

The interior of the i30 Fastback offers up 
everything we’ve come to expect from the 
South Korean manufacturer; decent build 
quality, relatively high levels of standard 
equipment, all of which is wrapped up in 
plastics are on-par for the segment. 

Even base-spec cars get electronic lumbar 
control for the driver’s seat You’ve also got 
the choice of two different interior upholstery 
colours - and both are no-cost options. 


As the ‘premium’ offering in the i30 range, 
trim levels start a few grades up from the 
hatchback. 

The range kicks off with SE Nav, which 
offers all the basics - 17-inch alloy wheels, 

LED daytime running lights, all-round electric 
windows, a rear-view camera and an 8-inch 
infotainment display with sat-nav, Android Auto 
and Apple CarPlay. 

Make the £1,800 leap up to Premium and 
you’ll gain niceties such as dual-zone climate 
control, heated front seats, LED head and 
taillights and faux leather upholstery, while 
a further £1,300 gives you real leather, a 
panoramic glass roof and a heated steering 


wheel. Hyundai’s typically limited range of 
optional extras means that, for the most part, 
the price you see is the price you’ll pay. 

The Hyundai i30 Fastback manages to take 
a car that’s dependable, well-valued yet quite 
good to drive and brings a sense of flair to the 
occasion.

Arona

The Arona is a distinctive model, with its raised rear window and roof in a contrasting colour 


Oh dear. SEAT has added a diesel variant 
to its appealing Arona range, and that 
leaves me with something of a dilemma. 

I was impressed with the petrol model I 
drove earlier this year. Powered by another 
of those 1.0 litre, three-cylinder engines 
which punches well above its weight, 
it demonstrated sprightly yet refined 
performance and economy. 

Now SEAT has released its diesel version, 
with a 1.6 litre unit producing the same 115PS 
as its stablemate, with plenty of go - slightly 
behind its petrol sibling off the line - but even 
better economy. That makes the fuel decision 
a tough one. 

This Ibiza-based compact SUV feels lively 
in whichever guise, and stands out for its 
stability and pinpoint handling. These latter 
virtues are, of course very much a SEAT 
trait as the company sees itself as the more 
sporting brand within the VW empire. It’s 
logical that this would be transferred from the 
new Ibiza to its close relative the Arona. 

And you need a stand-out in this section of 
by far the fastest-growing area of the new car 
market, and it’s no doubt played a part in the 
Spanish company’s record sales - up 33 per 
cent in June compared to 2017, and following 
on from last year’s all-time record. 

New models have helped, including the 
larger Ateca SUV (its sales success seems 
to have surprised even SEAT), the latest 
Ibiza, and the Arona which has already won 
a number of awards including best diesel- 
powered compact SUV. 

The test car on this occasion, an SE 
Technology Lux, costs £20,310. The range 
starts from under £17,000 while the flagship 


Xcellence Lux diesel auto tops the range at 
£25,165, and for the sporty-minded driver 
there’s a 1.5 turbo EVO version with 150Ps of 
power. All are front wheel drive - there’s no 
4x4 option as very few potential buyers in this 
class want to pay the extra cost. 

While it’s based on the Ibiza platform, and 
the interiors/instrumentation have much in 
common, the Arona is a distinctive model, 
with its raised rear window and roof in a 
contrasting colour). 

The Arona also has taller architecture 
(and bigger wheels) which produces some 
family-friendly advantages - more space for 
passengers and luggage, the higher seating 
position for better visibility and great ground 
clearance. It’s on the same wheelbase as the 
Ibiza, so it’s not hard to find a suitable parking 
place. The boot, for example, holds 400 litres 
of luggage with five people on board. That’s 
nearly ten per cent larger than the hatchback. 
Legroom in the rear is generous by class 
standards, too. 


There’s a good range of height and leg 
adjustment for the driver, and the steering 
wheel is multi-adjustable too so most drivers 
can find that ideal position. That’s important 
on a car with a sporty character: it helps you 
feel fully in control and take advantage of the 
taut, almost sporty handling. 

It turns in quickly, and doesn’t suffer from 
body rolll or instability in spite of the Arona’s 
extra height. It’s a rewarding drive, and that 
sets it apart somewhat from of the ‘hatchback 
on steroids’ compact SUV class. 

The diesel has the same output as the petrol 
1.0, but it has 25 per cent more torque and at 


lower revs. So while at a 10.5 seconds for the 
62mph sprint it’s just over half a second slower, 
the diesel has more low down torque for a bit 
more relaxed progress. Its official fuel average 
is 68.9mpg with a 106g/km C02 rating. 

The interior has a youthful feel, with SEAT’S 
multi-function colour touch screen, including 
smartphone linking, a first-rate audio system 
and, in the case of the test car, satnav. SE spec 
also includes 17-inch alloys, air conditioning, 
cruise control, hill hold control and rear parking 
sensors. FR has a more sporting theme 
(including sports seats) while Xcellence trim is 
the best-equipped, luxury variant. 


Across the range, Arona’s have ‘front assist’, 
a radar-based warning and crash prevention 
system, and driver tiredness recogniton. 

The Arona is an interesting car engineering- 
wise as it’s built on the stiff and dynamically 
capable platform used in other models across 
the VW, Audi and Skoda range. But it’s also 
adjustable, shown by the fact that it’s a bare 
2mm longer than the Ibiza while retaining the 
same wheelbase. Such unseen elements are 
the basics for the Arona’s dynamics, good ride 
and quiet character, but with a little extra height 
and some clever packaging SEAT has created 
a truly family-friendly car.

LONG-LOST Tony Hancock radio 
scripts from the 1950s are to be 
revived in the Black Country, the 
home region of scriptwriter Larry 
Stephens. 

The Lost Hancocks: Vacant Lot will be 
performed at Stourbridge Town Hall’s 
Wollaston Studio on September 19. 

Birmingham-born Tony Hancock was a 
giant of post-war British comedy, best known 
for his radio and television series Hancock’s 
Half-Hour. The story behind the scripts goes 
back 66 years to 1952, when comedy writer 


Larry Stephens - who lived in Halesowen - 
convinced the BBC to let him create a comedy 
series for his friend Hancock. 

Entitled Vacant Lot, the series focused 
on life in the faded fictional seaside town of 
Churdley Bay where the blundering, pompous 
Hancock aspires to better his lot. 

Despite featuring a supporting cast of 
colourful characters - with Peter Sellers 
and Spike Milligan among those mooted for 
roles - the series was never recorded. The 
scripts have lain buried in the BBC archives 
for more than six decades, despite their 
links to Hancock and Goon Show writer, jazz 
pianist and former Commando Stephens. The 


acclaimed writer was to die at the age of 35 in 
1959 from a cerebral haemorrhage.

Lee Hendrie knows the highs and lows of football 



Looking back - Lee Hendrie alongside Gareth Barry 


Hendrie helps lead way 
- in or out of football 


HE made 271 appearances for Villa, 
scoring 27 goals along the way - but now 
Lee Hendrie is giving something back to 
the game, and the club, which gave him 
so much. 

Making his first-team debut for the club he 
supported as a boy, it was far from a dream 
start for the then 18-year-old who earned him¬ 
self a sending off during a 1-0 defeat to QPR in 
December 1995. 

Fast forward two decades and it’s experiences like 
that which give him hope that he can be the ideal role 
model to the youth now dreaming of doing exactly 
what he did as a fresh-faced midfielder. 

Joining fellow former Villa youth player Ryan 
Amoo, the 41-year-old set-up the Lee Hendrie Acad¬ 
emy three years ago, which aims to help young foot¬ 
ballers find a way back into the game which so often 
chews up and spits out thousands of kids each year. 

He understands that it’s the ‘love’ of the game 
which keeps kids coming back to a sport which is 
renowned for putting the best on a pedestal, while 
seemingly forgetting those who never quite achieved 
the same acclaim. 

Buzz 

“I love football and I always want to be involved in 
football so, I like to watch football, I like to talk about 
football, I like to coach football,” he beams. 

It’s safe to say the buzz of scoring goals and crunch¬ 
ing tackles is still strong, even if he’s not the one 
doing it. 

“Every avenue that I can give something back to 
the game, that’s what I’ve took on-board,” he adds. “I 
set up the Academy just to help a few of these young¬ 
sters get on their feet. 

“Some of the lads are potentially not going to get 
into a football club but some of these lads leave school 
at 16, and where do they go from there?” 

It’s a great question. For every Lee Hendrie in the 
world, there are countless players who never quite 
made it. Those, who for one reason or another, didn’t 
get offered a professional contract. Where do they 
go? Often they end up playing back at a grassroots 
level, far away from the bright lights of the Premier 
League, looking for the next chance to showcase their

talents to someone who might be able to give them a 
chance to play the sport they love for a living. 

Plenty consider it the end of their dream, but Hen¬ 
drie doesn’t think that should be the case. 

“I just think there’s so much avenue for young¬ 
sters to get back into the game,” he insists. “My ideal 
opportunity is that we get a very good foundation of 
young players that have maybe been released from 
football clubs, and it gives them another way of trying 
to get back into football, because certain kids at 16 get 
released from clubs and they think it’s finished and 
it’s over, but it’s not. 

“If I see potential in someone I’ll certainly try and 
get them into a football club so they can get back on 
the ladder and try and prove a point to clubs.” 

What has helped for Hendrie, Amoo and those kids 
who have become a part of their academy set-up, is 
the former midfielder’s links with the biggest club in 
the Midlands. 

Recently creating a link with the Aston Villa Foun¬ 
dation, academy members now have a true pathway 
into professional football - and one willing to provide 
a chance to youth. Jack Grealish, Andre Green, Marc 
Albrighton, Gabriel Agbonlahor and even Gary Ca¬ 
hill are notable products of Villa’s youth system who 
followed Hendrie. 

All of those aforementioned players played first- 
team football at Villa Park, and while he understands 
that won’t be the case for all of those under his wing, 
the one-time England international wants to give 
them all that chance. 

“This will be our fourth year coming around,” he 
said. “Having that link with Villa now is extra spe¬ 


cial because we can take the lads up and play friendly 
games at Bodymoor Heath. There have been a couple 
of lads we’ve sent in on-trial, there’s plenty of poten¬ 
tial players out there in grassroots football that don’t 
get the opportunity to prove themselves or approach 
a professional club. I’ve sent a few lads down to Villa 
and they’ve been playing with the under-23s and been 
on three or four-week trials. 

“I’d like it to be (a feeder for Villa). We run along¬ 
side Villa and their foundation, it’s not the academy 
that they have at Bodymoor Heath every day. 

“But Villa have done the foundation side of it where 
they’re talking to the grassroots kids and you know 
they’re going to get a lot of kids come through that 
system. Having that tie with them and being associ¬ 
ated with them, it’s a key factor for us that they can 
have a feel of actually going in and playing at Body¬ 
moor Heath and maybe getting themselves a trial if 
they’re good enough to get put forward. 

“Its been a great connection, having that with the 
club itself. 

“We do the soccer camps that are really good, we’ve 
taken four or five lads, eight, nine, 10-year-olds that 
have signed for Villa which has been a great advert 
for what we do.” 

Contrast 

It’s a long slog from the youth processes of old, 
when prospects wouldn’t be showered with cash and 
have clubs deciding their every move. 

Nowadays promising stars are earning countless 
sums before they’ve even kicked a ball. It’s a huge 
contrast to the days of cleaning senior players’ boots 
after a matchday. 

“Me and Ryan came through the youth system our¬ 
selves, the old one where we did the boot cleaning and 
I think these days it’s just a matter of giving these 
kids some guidance on where we might have gone 
wrong and might have made the wrong decisions,” 
adds Hendrie. 

“The main thing for me is learning a lot of respect. 
Sometimes these young kids get knocked for not hav¬ 
ing respect for people, and it’s respecting the game as 
well as people. We’re pretty hard on the lads because 
we want to get the best out of these kids. I’ve been 
through tough times myself and I’ve had to dig deep, 
and at the same time I’ve been at the top.”
